Remedies Recommended. 


"To reduce the accidents iny recom- 


mendation would be as follows; 


"First—The reckless driver shonld 


.be put In Jail; if a professional, Ms 
license should be taken away. 
' "Second—The highway shonld be 
equipped -with a crossing approach 
warning sign, as recommended by the 
joint committee of the American Hall- 
way association, ihe National Associa- 
tion of Bailway Commissioners and 
the American Automobile association. 
This would be a-nniversal sign recog- 
nized by the motorists from Maine to 
California. 


"Third—This class is being recruit- 


ed every day by the man who buys 
a cheap car and learns how to run 
it on some quiet street in the city 
and after one or two evenings will, 
oa the first Sunday, load his entire 
family la the car aad go for a ride 
through the country. He may know 
how to make the car run, but does 
not know how to stop it; does not 
know what to do Ia case he gets into 
a tight corner and he Is not only a 
danger to himself-but to everyone else
